Whether Eag- 
land or Scotlond fhould be exprefs'd firft, afflumed that 
of King of Great-Britain; and revived a Name that 
had been laid afide, by an Edict of King Egbert, ever 
fince the Beginning of the ninth Century.

A, Triangular ; the Aa. whereof are the Lizard- 
Point to the Welt; that of Foreland, or Sandwich, near 
Dower, on the Ealt; and that of Strarthy-bead o the 
North.

A The Channel to the South, which feparates it 
from France; to the Fait the German Ocean, ine be- 
tween England, Flanders, Germany, and Denmark ; the 
North or Frozen-Sca, to the North; and the IJrif-Sea 
to the Welt, 

®. Into how many Parts is Great-Britain div ded t 

A. Two, viz. England and Scotland; the Later 
lying to tee North, aud the Former to the South. 

2, What ts the true Extent of Great-Britain ? 

A. The Wettern Side of it, from the Lizard-Point 
in Cornwall, to Cathne/s in Scotland, recnoning the 
Windings of the Shores, is 812 Miles ; the Eaftern 
Side 704; the South Coatt, which is the Broadett, 
320: And the Circuit of the whole Ifland, is 1836 
Miles. 

*, When was the Name of Britaix changed into 
that of Englund ? 

A. In the Year 5&5 or 586, a little after the Found- 
ing the feven Kingdoms, with the unanimous Confent 
et the feven Kings. 

2. How is England bounded ? 

Ad. By the Rivers 7weed and So/awey, and the Moun- 
tains of Cérviot, which divide it from Scotdand ; the 
reft of it is bounded by the Ocean. 

2. Who were the antient Inhabitants thereof ? 

A. The Britons, whether defcended from the Gau/s 
or Trojans, and the Englife. 

2. What Nations have had the Sovereignty of it? 

A. ‘The Britons, the Romans, the Saxons or Englifa, 
the Daxes, and the Normans.

A. *Tis impofible to give the exa& Number of 
thofe who reigned befo:e duno 8c0,when Egbert bepas 
the Monarchy, the Hiftory whereof we fhall treat of.

A. Yes, avd it was called the Saxon Heptarchy 
which were the Kingdoms, 1. of Kent ; 2. of South-Sex. 
or of the Seuth-Saxons; 3. Weft-Sex, or of the Weft. 
Saxons; 4. Eaft-Sex, orof the Eaff-Saxons ; 5. the 
Northumbers ; 6, Eaft- Angles; 7. of Mercia, 

2. Have all its Kings, from Egéert, {prung from 
the fame Family ? 

4. No ; the Family that now fits upon the Throne 
is the Seventh. 

Q, Pray give me the Names of the Families, and 
the Number of Kings defcended from them ? 

A. The Firft was that of the Saxon or Englifb 
Kings, whereof there were feventeen ; the Second that 
of the Danes, of which there were only three Kings ; 
the Third, which is that of the Normans, gave the fame 
Number, and that of Champagne, which is the Fourth, 
whereof there is only one. 

®. Who are the reft? 

A, We mutt firit ebferve, that the Family of the 
Plantagenets, (the Hou‘e of Anjou) which is the Fifth, 
is divided into three Branches, wiz. that of the Plan- 
tagenets, whence eight Kings have fprung ; thofe of 
York, and of Lancafier, from each whereof three Mo- 
narchs have {prung. 

Y ‘Lell me the Names of the reft ? 

4. The Tudors have given three Kings and two 
‘Queens ; the Stuarts four Kings and two Queens ; and 
from that of Brun)wick, which is now wpon the 
Throne, two Kings only have fprung.

Q. HAT Kind of Government is that of 
England ? 

4. A Monarchy, the Authority whereof is never- 
thelefs limited by the Parliament. The Crown is heres. 
ditary, and the Women are allowed to fucced to it. 

2, In what does the fovereign Authority of the 
Kings of England immediately confit ? 

A. They alone have Power to declare Peace, or 
War; to make Leagues, Treaties, or to conclude a 
Truce ; to receive, or fend out Ambafladors ; to coin 
Money, but not to fix the current Value of it, which 
is done by Confent of Parliament only ; to allow or 
repeal Grants and Privileges ; to difpofe of the feveral 
Governments in their Dominions, and of ail Employ- 
ments both at Sea and Land. Ina Word, all Com-

iS hey are Heirs, in the laft Refort, in their King- 
dom ; that is, all Ettates where ng Heir appears, re- 
vert, or efcheat to the Lord firit, and if therc 1s none, 
then to the hing.

A. They hadthe Cufiody of the Goods and Eftates 
of all Minors who held of the Crown; they might ap- 
ply the Revenues the:cof to their own ite vies Ute, 
except what was neceflary for the Minor's Mainte- 
mance, till fuch Time as he were One and ‘l'wenty, 
when he is at Age; and then they could not marry 
without the Royal Content ; but this has becn taken a- 
way by the Stature, i2 Car. C. 24. : 

>. Have the Kings of Exg/and any Authority over 
the Parliament £ 

A. ‘They alone have the Power of fummoning, pro- 
rocuing, and duiiolving it; they may refule to give the 
Royal Afient to Aéts, without being obliged to declare 
the Realon of their Refufal ; and the whole Force and 
Power of Parliamentary Statutes flow from them, and 
cannot pafs into a Law without their exprefs Confent. 

“Is Juftice adminiftred in the King of Englana’s 
Name ? 

A. In all Parts of Great-Britaiz, he is the fupreme 
Judge, or Lord Chief Juftice. He fills up all the Of- 
tices of Judicature ; has Liberty to prefide in all Trri- 
bunals, and in all Cafes, that of High Treafon except- 
ed, in which he himfelf is Plainuff. 

®. Has heno Power in the Church ? 

4. He is the fupreme Moderator and Governor of 
the Church of England, over'all Perfons, and in all 
Caufes ; which ‘Title was taken up by Queen Ef/izabeth, 
inflead of the /upreme Head, which was ufed by Hezry 
VIII, and Edward VI. He nominates to Bifhopricks, 
and feveral other Benefices. He claims Tenthsand An- 
nats; and by his Mandate to the Archbifhop affembles 
his Clergy in Convocation ; they not having the Pow- 
er of Sitting without fuch Mandate. 

2. In what Manner isthe King of England waited

1. \n a kneeling Pofture ; and no one is allowed to 
be covered before him, except De Courcy, Baron-of 

King /ale in Ireland. 

2. Who is-the fecond Perfon in the Kingdom ?

2. Does fhe enjoy any peculiar Privileges ? 

4. She may make whatever Purchafcs fhethinks 
proper in the Kingdom, and difpofe of them withou 
an -ictof Parliament for her Naturalization: she may 
remove her Caufes to whatever Court fhe pleafes ; and 
if when a Widow, fhe fhould marry again, fhe would 
have all Honours paid her as a Queen, tho’ fhe was to 
Marry a private Gentleman.

Apparent to the Crown ; and when he is Fifteen, his 
Subjects pay him Homage.

Of the PARLIAMENT. 


9. HAT is the Parliament of England? 
A. The general Affembly of the Eftates 
of the Kingdom. 

2. By whom was it inftituted ? 

A. Sn a large Senfe, it is as old, no doubt, as the 
Saxon Government in this Kingdom. And re the 
Commons were undoubtedly always reprefented in it, 
yet the Manner how they were reprefented, is not cer- 
tain ; there being no Summons of them upon the Re- 
cord before 49 Ienry ILL. when they firft began to be a 
diftinét Houfe, much in the fame Manner they are now. 

*? Whence was it originally derived ? 

A. ¥rom the Parliaments, Aflemblies, or Diets of 
the Northern Nations, whence the Anglo-Saxons came. 
It was not indeed held fo frequently under the firft 
Saxon Kings, as under the Plantagenets, when it began 
to make itielf formidable. 

2. By what Steps has it tifen to that Height of 
Power it has fometimes aflumed ? 

This was owing either to the Avarice, or Pro- 
fufenefs of fome Kings ; their Adherence to their Fa- 
vourites ; or the Ambition of fome particular Perfons. 

2 In what Manner did the Avarice and Profufion 
of the Kings give Authority to the Parliament? 

A. As the yearly Revenues fixed by the State fell 
fhort of the Sums expended, the Kings were obliged to 
impofe Taxes ; and the Monies arifing from hence hav- 
ing wcen employed to different Ufes, or lavifhed on 
Favourites ; all fuch great Men as did not fhare inthem, 
oppofed them; and after feveral Infurre€tions, they af- 
fumed to themfelves a Power, of not fuffering the King 
to levy any other ’I’axes, than fuch as had been granted 
him by the States of the Kingdom. 

2. When did the Parliament afilume this Authority ? 

A. Under the Reign of King ‘Yohn; and they con- 
firmed it to themlelves under that of his Son ; who, as 
he was always in want of Money, ufed to convene 
them very often. “T'was in thefe Ailemblies only that 
they came to fuch Refolutions, as almoft deftroy'd the 
Koyal Authority. 

2. Did not the King oppofe their Mea‘ures ? 

A. It was not in his Power to do it, he having been 
fcarce able to preferve his Crown. Befides, the Me- 
thods which he and all weak Princes have employed 
to mainrain their Authority, have ferved only to deitrey 
at entirely. 

2. In what Manner ? 

A. Whenever the Defenders of Liberty had fixed 
too narrow Bounds to the Ko,al Authority, and had 
caufed their Refolutions to be pafled into a Law by Par- 
liament ; the King no fooner got the  pper-hand, than 
he would convene fuch a Parliament as was e:ther faith- 
f..1, or had been bribed by him, in order to repeal the 
Acts mace by the former. In this Manner the Parlia- 
ment, whether obftinate or humple, had always the

In a@ Letter from an Englith Merchant in Holland, te 
bis Friend in London. 


The GENEROUS 


SiR, 


Am at laft fafely arrived in Holland, and have 

taken the firft Opportunity to give you a Relation 
of the Adventures that detained me fo long in foreign 
Countries. 

In my Return from the Jndie:, I had fome Affairs 
with a Spani/> Merchant, which while I was managin 
in one of their Sea-ports, there came in a Spanifs Cor- 
fair, who had taken a rich Tur&i/> Prize, with feveral 
Turks and Moors Prifoners, whom he offered to Sale, as 
Slaves: I never had any Traffick of-this Kind, from 
any View of Intereit; but from a Motive of Compaf- 
fion, I had purchafed Liberty for many a miferable 
Wretch, to whom I gave Freedem, the Moment I paid 
his Ranfom. 

Among the Captives newly taken, there was one 
diftinguifhed by the Richnefs of his Habit, and more 
by the Gracefulnefs of his Port. He drew ali my At- 
tention, of which he appeared fenfible, and {till di- 
rected his Looks to me; our Souls feemed to greet one 
another, as if their Intimacy had been of a long Stand- 
ing, and commenced in fome pre-exiftent Period: 
There was fomething in the Air of this young Stranger, 
{uperior to Adverfity, and yet fenfible of the prefent 
Difadvantage of his Fate ; while I felt for him an Emo- 
tion, foft as the Ties of Nature, and could not but im- 
pute it to the fecret Impreflion of fome intelligent 
Power, which was leading me to a Height of Gene- 
rofity, beyond my own Intention; and, by an Impulfe 
of Virtue on my Soul, directing it to the Accomplifh- 
ment of fome diftant and unknown Defign of Provi- 
dence, the heavenly Inftigation came with a prevailing 
Force, and | could not but obey its Dittates. 

The Price fet on this Captive was extravagantly 
high, and fuch as would be a vaft Difadvantage to my 
prefent Affairs, to part with: However, I liitened to 
the gentle Monitor within, and paid the Corfair his 

full Demands. 

As {oon as I had conduéted the Youth to my Lodg- 
ings, I told him he was from that Moment free; the 
Price I had paid was for his Friendfhip and Liberty.

‘ have broke through any other Reftraint, but I 
‘am now your voluntary Slave, and dare truft you

‘buy you from my Affections: But, if it is your

‘ Country, you are abfolutely free, without attending 
‘any Terms of your Releafe. 
With a friend!y, but dejected Look, he told me, it 
was impoffible for him to difpenfe with his filial Obli- 
ations to an indu'gent Parent ; but he pofitively re- 
fuied his Freedom, till he had given Intelligence, and 
received an Anfwer from his Father ; which he foon 
had with a Carte Blanche to me, on which | might 
make my own Demands for his Son’s Raniom. I re- 
turned it, with no other Terms, but the Liberty of all 
the Chriffian Slaves he had in his Poffeflion ; hoping, by 
this difinterefted Condu&, to leave a Conviction on the 


Mind of my young Friend, in Favour of Chriftianity. - 


He could perfuade me to receive nothing but {ome little 
Prefent, and left me with an apparent Concern. 

It was fome Months after he was gone, before I 
could finifh my Bufinefs in Spain; but, as {oon as that 
was difpatched, IT embarked for Holland. We had not 
been a Week at Sea, before the Ship was taken by a 
Turkifh Pirate, and all the Men in it carried to Conflan- 
tinople, to be fold as Slaves: My Lot fell to a Matter 
from whom | was like to find moft barbarous Treat- 
ment ; however, I was fixed to this, that no Hardfhip 
fhould reduce me to give Orramel an Account of my 
Diftrefs, till [ was again in Circumftances, not to need 
his Kindnefs, nor expect a Relation of my own. 

But Heaven had kinder Intentions by bringing me into 
this Adverfity, nor left me long without Redrefs: As I 
was talking in a public Place, to one of my fellow 
Slaves, Orramel caine by ; he pafled beyond me, but 
initantly returning, looked on me with very great At- 
tention, till fome melting Sorrow dropped from his 
Eyes: When making Enquiry of fome that were near, 
to whom I belonged, and being informed ; without 
{peaking a Word to me, he flew to my new Matter, 
paid his Demand for my Ranfom, and immediately con- 
ducted me to his Houfe, where he welcomed me with 
the warmeft Marks of Affection: He fpoke—he paufed 
—and was in the greateft Perplexity, to find Language 
{uitable to the Sentiments of his Soul. 

‘ My Brother! (/aid be) my Friend !—or if there 
are more facred ‘Ties in Nature or Virtue, let me 
call you by fome gentler Appellation: We are now 
united by the Bonds of celeftial Amity, one in the 
fame Holy Faith, and Hopes of a glorious Im:rorta- 
ly: Your Charity refcued me from a worfe than 
Spanijh Slavery, trom the Bondage of Vice and Su- 
perftition ; your Conduét banifhed my Prejudices to 
the Chri/ian Name, and made Way for the Entrance 
of thole heavenly Truths, to which | now afient. 
But this 1s a .ecret even to my own Domeitics ; and, 
Whether tuc.a a Caution is criminal, I am not yet able 
to determine.’ 

Ph ith what Rapture, what Attention, did I liften to 
‘his Language! | blefied the Accents, that told me my 
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Friend, my Orrame/, had embraced the Chrifran 
Faith: An Angel's Song would have been lefs melo- 
dious ; | looked upward, and, with a grateful Elevation 
of Mind, gave the Glory to the fupreme Difpo'er ot 
all human Events. The Inftinét was from Above, that 
firft moved me to ranfom this young Captive; thence 
was the Spring of my Compaiiion: It would be Va- 
nity, it would be the moft criminal Arrogance, not to 
a(cribe this Action to the affifting Deity. 

The illuftrious Orrame/ made it his Joy, his Study, 
to evidence his Affcétion : He told me, his Father died 
fince we parted in Spain, and that he had left five 
Daughters, which he had by feveral of his Wives. He 
offered me the Choice of his Sifters, if [ had any 
Thoughts of Marriage, and promifed a Dowry with 
her to my own Content: One of them, he faid, was 
privately bred a Cériffian, by her Mother, a beautiful 
Woman of Armenia. I was pleated with the Propofal, 
and impatient to fee my fair Miitrefs. In the mean 
‘Time he made me a Prefent of feveral rich Habits, 
and two Negroes to attend me. 

The next Day, he conducted me to a fair Summer- 
houfe, whither he fent for his Sifters; who were all fo 
handfome, that [ was diitreffed with my own Liberty, 
nor knew where to chufe, had not a Principle of Piety 
determined me to the young Armenian; who was not 
fuperior in Beauty to the reft, but there was a Decorum 
in her Behaviour, which the others wanted: She had 
more of the Modetty and Politenefs of the European 
Women, to whom you know I was always partial : 
My Choice was fixed, and the more | converied with 
my fair Miftrefs, the more Reafon | found to approve 
it. We were privately married by a Chaplain, be- 
longing to the Britié Knvoy. My generous Friend 
gave her a Fortune, which abundantly repaid all my 
Lofies ; and, after a pro{perous Voyage, we are iafely 
landed in Holland. 

I have fent you this Relation, as a Memorial of my 
Gratitude to Heaven ; whofe Clemency has returned 
me more than Meafure for Meafure, and largely re- 
compenfed thac Liberality it firft infpired.

own Slup, the Centurion, carried, Go sane and 40 

Men ; the Gloucefler and Severn, two co Gtin Ships, 
had each 300 Men ; the Pearl car ret AO Guns and 
z30 Men; the Wager 23 Guns, and 160 Men; the 
Compliment of the iryat Sioop was 100 Men, and 3 
Guns; and there were two V ictuallérs for the Servite 
of the Squad ron. ‘There were no more than 470 
Men, who could make a Detcent ; ; and they being €i- 
ther Invalids, or newly raifed, had little of ‘the Soldier 
but the Cloathing. 

It was the 18th of Scprember, 1740, before this 
Squadron was fit to fail for F, gland. 7 hey were ‘in 
Hope: of fetching up lout Tine by a quick Voyage; 
but by contrary W inds, they were 40 Days ‘in their 
Paflage to Madeira, which fometimes is performed in 
ten oriwelve. Here Mr. Ax/on was obliged to ttay “a 
Week, totike in Water and other Refrefhments. He 
pafled the Line the 28th of November, and arrived at 
the Ifland of St. Aotdurtve, onthe Coat of Brafil, on 
the 23th of December flowing The Seamen, who 
till they cameto Madira, had en joy'd 4 good State of 
Health, were now feized with 1 burning “Fevers, and 
other Dilorders, from the thie Lleat of the Sun. 
hete either ipeedily terminated in Death, or lefta 
lating ill liabit behind them. A Deliverance from all 
thele Eviis was expected in this Ifland, tue Produte, 
Air, and. Inhabitants cf which have been highly com- 
wnenced, But our brave Seamen found that Experience 
did noc jultify the Encormium ; nothing except Pulfe, 
Fruits, and Water, were good in its Kind. ale! ho’ ex- 
ceflively dear. ihe Air, which was infected by noxious 
Vapours from the Woos, reftored Health to very 
few; andthe Governor, who carried on a Clandeitine 
Trade with the Spaniards of La Plata, Wetray’d ‘his 
Guefts, and cave their Enemics an Account of their 
Arrival, Strength, and Condition. The Sloop ‘want- 
ing new Malls ; was a Circumftance, which unhappily 
detain’d Mr. 42/o2a Month lor ger in fo inconvenienta 
Place, and afterwards obliged finn to put into St. “Fu- 
dian, a Warbour in Pat. ages. They had already met 


with roo many Delays; and if they had not,° they 
would not h.ve ftaid ina Cor intry {fo deftitute of Wa- 
ter, Wood, and Inhabitants, wit thout the moit cogent 
Necefity. Yet, in this Place, they were to prepare 


themfelves to engag e with Enemies, and to grapple 
with ‘Temp eiis fai p01 ‘e formidable ; fo that they could 
not guit i befor re the 27th of February 1741. , They 
kept the Land aboard all alo: ig the Coat, ‘and crofling 
ho St oe of Mazellan, came to that of LeMaire. On e: 
the 7th of March they ventur’d to fail through it; and | 
no fooner were they got clear of it, but by Currents, 
and contrary Winds,they had a long and difmal Expe: | 
rience of the Dangers of thefe Seas about the Equi- § 


noxes. The Ships were not only fhatter’d by com : 
tinua! 
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nual and violent Storms, but for 3 Months fucceflively 
were in continual Danger, either of foundering under 
the mountainous Waves, orof dafhing to Pieces againft 
the Rocks. The Seamen, benumed with Cold, dif- 
abled by Falls, and driven from their Hammocks by 
Water, now began to fuffer extremely from the Weak- 
nefs of their Tackling, and the Error of their Reckon- 
ing. At length, thinking they were far enough to the 
Weftward to ftand to the North, they were very near 
being on Shore, upon a Land, from which they ima- 
gined themfelves an hundred Leagues diftant; they 
were, therefore, obliged to return to 60 degrees South 
Latitude. The Fleeg, which had already been leflened 
by the Pear! and Severn’s returning to Europe, was fo 


difperfed in the Seas, that it was a long Time before | 


they met, and then bat in Part, and in the utmoft Di- 
firefs. ‘Thefe complicated Sufferings were ftill aggra- 
vated by a dreadful Diftemper, which broke out among 
them foon after they had pafled the Streights. ‘The 
Confinement and Fatigues of being fo long at Sea, 
and efpecially the Provifions, being either corrupted, or 
over-falted, rendered the Diftemper no lefs violent, 
than general; fo that, before the End of Apri/, there 
were few who were not infected, and, in this Month, 
the Centurion loft 43Men. ‘The next Month was fill 
more mortal, for tho’ they were now at a greater Di- 
ftance from the Pole, out of thofe tempeftuous Seas, 
and in Hopes of foon arriving in milder Weather, and 
more healthful Air, yet this Month carried off twice as 
many as the preceding ‘The Mortality ftill increafed 
m the Month of Zune, and the Havock was fuch, that 
at their Landing, it appeared they had loft 200 Men; 
and of the Survivors there werenot above 7 or 8, who 
were able to crawl out of their Hammocks upon Deck. 
In Order to put a Stop to the Ravages of this Di- 
ftemper, and to meet the reft of the Squadron, the Cen- 
turion had cruifed off the Ifland of Socoro, till the 8th 
af May, which was the Place appointed for the firft 
Rendezvouz; but without Efe&. There was nothing 
to be feen on all the Coa&s, but Shoals, Rocks, and 
Precipices. ‘There were indeed, fome Bays, but their 
Entrance being impeded with a Clufter of {mall Iflands, 
atiorded but a fuipicious Shelter. On the 22d of May, 
a Hurrican, in which all the Horrors of the former 
were combined, had like to have driven the Ship on the 
Ifland of Chiloe; and tho’ afterwards they cameinto a 
calmer Sea, is was not thought advifeable to fhew them- 
felves off Baldivia, the Place of their fecond Rendez- 
vouz. For what Probability was there that Ships, 
who could not have fuffered lefs than that of the Com- 
modore, and had not been able to reach the firft Ren- 
dezvouz, could be able to come up to a fortify’d Town, 
in a Conaition to attack it? ‘he Censurion, therefore, 
Gurectly fteered to the Ifland of ‘fuan Fernandez: But 
on the 28th of Mey, when they were juft in Sight of 
it, being uncertain of its exaét Situation, they appre- 
hended that they were got too far to the Weitward; 
and that they might not mifs it, when they were come 
Near to the Continent, they made feveral Tacks, hold- 
Ng On the Courfe in the fame Parallel. This Compafs

NE Benjamin Lander was indicted with Je bn 

Wilfon and Bofavern Penlex, im the September 
Seffions; ‘ for that they, together with divers othes 
* Perfons, to the Number of Forty and upwards, be- 
* ing felonioufly and riotoufly allembled, to the Dittur- 
bance of the Public Peace, did begin to demolith the 
Houfe of Peter Wood, again{t the Form of a Statute 
in that Cafe made and provided, ‘7u/y the 3d. 
Againft Lander he {wore, that ‘ he was in the Paflage 
of his Houfe, affifting to break the Partituon:— That 
that was the firft ‘Time of his feeing him; ‘That he 
broke the Window of the Bar with his Suck : ——~ 
That he (Lander) was taken up Stairs. 
On a Crofs Examination he own'd that he did not fee 
Lander at the firft coming up of the Mob to his Houte, 
but he ftuck fait to his feeing him inthe Pailage. N. 2. 
Half an Hour before the Guards came up. 

The Woman who pafled for Wood's Wife, and may 
beisfo, fwore that Lander knock'd her down, and 
that fhe was almoft beaten to a Jelly. 

Lander, in bis Defence, prov’d, that between 12 and 
one that Night, he was going Home directly to his 
Lodgings, froma Company that had not fo much as 
heated of the Riot :—That fome of that Company went 
Part of the Way Home with him .—That in their Way 
they met with a Soldier, who told him that they were 
going to difperfe a Mob in the Strand, and that it was 
the third ‘Time they had been doing it that Night; That 
he, Lander, fo far trom having any Notion of joining 
the Mob, went into a Public-Houfe, and treated this 
very Soldier, who was one of thofe ordered to {uppreds 
it ;—That he went on, fair and eafy, with the fecond 
Party of the Guards, who purfuing the Mob towards 
Temple-Bar, he went innocently into the open Houfe, 
to fee the Miichief which had been done toit. And in 
Order to fhew how favourable Providence was to him, 
the Soldier who, returning from the Purfuit, collard 
him, under the Notion of his being a Straggler left be- 
hind, of thofe concern’d in the Demolition ct the Houfe, 
was the very identical Soldier whom hehad the Initant 
before treated with a Pint of Beer; and therefore he 
(Lander ) could not be guilty of thoie Fa¢is {worn fo 
pofitively againft him by P. 4’. and his virtuous Conor", . 
as he was not fo much as near the Houle before the De- 
molifhers of it were actually gone and difpers’d, at the 
Approach of thofe very Guards, one of whcm he was 
in Company with. ‘Jhis glaring Circumflance, {worn 
to by the Soldier who feiz'd him, whick prov’d at leat 
the Uncertainty, to fay nothing worle, of 1’. W's Evi- 
dence, acquitted indeed the Man, after fufiering two 
Months Imprifonment, and the ‘Terrors attending all 
Hazard of Life; but did not, it feems, fufficiently 
weaken the Authority of /’. 4s ‘Tettimony againft the 
two others. 

For as to Wil/on, P. W. {wore that he faw him fail 
to breaking the Partition between the Pafiage «sie 
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Parlour: That after he, P. W’. was knock’d down, and 
Jay tor dead, he was one of thofe who faid, You Dee, 
are not you Dead yet? And whofe Hands he kiis’d and 
bege'’d for Mercy :—That he remember'd this Wil/on 
particularly, becaufe of kifling his Hands. His pious 
Wife, who confirm’d al! thete Circumitances, being 10- 
terrogated how flie came to know him by his Face, an- 
Iwerd, /held bim and flreaked him. The Waiter too 
clench'd the Teftimony, by fwearing, that he too had 
feen this Wi//on in the Parlour, as the Settee-Bed was 
going to be thrown out, helping to hift it out. 

H.//on brought Numbers to his own Character, 
whilft that of P. Ws was, by Confeflions drawn from 
his own Mouth, by his fcandalous Shufllings and Preva- 
rications, about his Property in the Houfe, fairly expos’d, 
and appear'd in its trae Colours. His Houfe was not 
{fo much as held in his own Name, but in that of one 
T/hompfon, whom he faid, he employ’d to cut the Ladies 
Hair inthe Parlour. 

Now if the impartial Reader will pleafe to recollect 
the Subflance of this //7//ox’s dying Declaration, deli- 
ver'd as fuch before Notice of his Refpite, (even after 
he had taken his laft Farewell of his poor diftraéted 
lather, and had no Expeétation of Mercy) wherein he 
not only gives an Aceount how he fpent the Day, ull 
the Time of his being falfely apprehended, but avers, 
on the Faith of a dying Man, that he was not fo much 
as in the Houfe, till he was arbitrarily feiz'd and taken 
in by a bufy Soldier :—That as foon as Wood’s People 
law him in the Houfe, they fwore to him as currently 
as if they had known itim from an Hour old. It the 
Xeader pleafes to allow for the Difference of Charac- 
ters, the one P. W’’s, fuch as has been above fhewn, the 
other an induftrious honett Tradeimen, of untainted 
Reputation; the Difference befides of Situations, the 
one that of an Eager Evidence in his own Caule, the 
other that of a young Man of a virtuous Education, at 
the Point of Death; and it may be prefum’d there can 
be no Room for Hefitation which Side to give Credit to. 

Now as to Bo/avern Penlex, whofe hard Fate it was 
to pay for all, the Evidence of P. W. againft him might 
be equally falfe and unreceivable: But by the dying 
Confeffion indeed of Pex/ex, it appears, that he really 
was in the Houfe, and drawn in quite unpremeditately 
co join in this fatal Frolick. But this candid Confeflion 
makes not one jotthe more in Favour of ?. Ws Ve- 
racity or Credibility. What he {wore againftthis Pex/ex, 
he twore with equal Stiffnels, and with little Variation, 

againft Lander and Wil/on, who were both perfe&ly in- 
nocent; fo that, though Pen/ex was in Fact and ‘Truth 
concern'd in the Fact, which he was try’d and loft his 
Lite for, P. YW. was in all human Probability, no far- 
ther in the right. than as a Lyar may by Chance tell a 
‘Prath, and lye atthe fame Time, from not knowing 
that it was one, or from believing 1t not to be one. 

But be that as it may, nothing is more certain, than 
that the Law always confiders the Circumiftances and 
Spirit an Act is committed with, as much at leaft, if not 
more, thanthe Actitfelf, abftracted from thein. And 
atisto be prefuim’d, that few will pufh the Want of all 
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Candour and Humaaity fo far, as to maintain, that this 
unfortunate Perfon went into this Riot ( fince Riot is the 
Word thatthe Approvers of his tragical Fate have gor 
by the End, and iound fo high againit him) with a rio¢- 
ous Intention to break the Public Peace, or fly in the 
Face of the Government. Alas! poor young Maa, 
fuch a Thought he declar’d never once enter’d his 
Head ; and might have {av’d his Life if it had by giv- 
ing him a Hint of Guilt, which would have fhewn him 
Danger enough in what he was going about, to haye 
kept him from it, or fuggefted to him to fecure himfelf 
in Time. ‘Thus it isno Paradox to fay, that probably, 
had he been lefs innocent, he had been more tafe. But 
he was unluckily a little flufter'd and drawn in by fee- 
ing fuch Numbers at work, with great Mirth and Jol- 
lity, in fo open and baretac’d a Manner, as if they had 
thought that the Guards, if they came, would fooner de. 
fend hem than the Bawdy-Hou/es, or at leaft wink at 
their Efcape. And indeed there were engag’d in this 
Expedition many of greater Age, Confequence, apd 
Knowledge of ‘Things, than this unthinking Lad, and 
who had fallen in with the Humour, and partook 
enough of the Fux, as they call’d it, to have furnifh’da 
higher Feaft for P. Ws Revenge, if fome of the Sol. 
diers could have got at them, to haul them in, and lay 
their Lives at the Mercy of P. 4s Oath, 

J fhall now infert the following Petition, which I can 
an{wer for being authentic, fufficiently intimating, that 
no Mancan call his Life his own, while a Rist is pofli- 
ble, and Villains can be found to {wear him concern‘d 
init: Therefore, Thatevery honeft Man may be on his 
Guard, the following is Publifh’d:

A Survey of the Creation of INSECTS; from 
Mr. PARKER'S Survey of the Six Days Works of the 


Creation. 


OS 'T Infe&s become, in their mature State, 

winged ; for all, whether winged or not, that 
have more Feet and Legs than two, we may affign to 
creeping Things, which Pofture moft of them are con- 
fined to in their firft Stage of Life: And amongft thefe 
alfo there are fuch Varieties of Kinds, that, I think, it 
is imposible for any Man to defcribe the Whole, with 
all the Affiftance he can procure ; the Confideratian of 
which do demonftrate the admirable Power and un- 
fearchable Wifdom of the infinite Creator. 

And though they appear as the moft minute Part of 
the Creation, and fome imagine many of them owe 
their Productions to Heat and Putrefaction, ‘ Yet, fays 

Dr. Derbam, we fhall find them noble, and moft ad- 
‘ mirable Works of God.’ And then he proceeds to 
quote the famous natural Hiftorian, as he ftiles him, 
Pliny, who, prefacing his Treatife of Infects, to pre- 
vent the Reproach of Condefcenfion (as might be 
thought) to fo mean a Subject, therein fays, * In great 
* Bodies Nature had a large and eafy Shop to work up- 
* on obfequious Matter. Wherefore, fays he, in thefe 
‘ fo finall, and, as it were, no Bodies, what Footfteps of 
Reafon, what Power, what great PerfeClion is there ! 
Of this having given an Inflance or two of the exqui- 
‘ fite Senies, and curious Make of fome Infects, he 
then goes on; We admire the turrigerous Shoulders 
‘ of Elephants, the lofty Necks and Crefts of others, 
* but, fays he, the Nature of Things are never more 
‘ complete than in the leaft of Things.’ 

‘Thus in the Art of Man, what is judged more admi- 
rable than the Conirivances of the fmalleft and moft mi- 
nuie Curiofities, iuch as the prefent tamed Coach and 
Coachman, with the Figure of a Man in the Coach, all 
drawn by a Flea with a iilver Chain? Or fuch as a Cup, 
which Dr. Derham tells us of, made of a Pepper Corn 
by Ofwwald Nerlinger, that held 1200 little Ivory Cups, 
all gilt on the Edges, and having each of them a Foot, 
and yet afforded room for 400 mare? 

Things of this Nature are generally efteemed the 
moft admirable Pieces of Curiofity ; and it is certainly 
Matter of Wonder to find human Art jo far extended, 
as to be fo very rarely imitable ; and the Imitation of 
Nature, in the moft minute Performances, is always 
judged much more curious than to do it in Pieces of 
Bulk and large Subftances. 

So that it mult, at leatt, be acknowledged, that as 
much Wifdom ahd Power will appear in the moft mi- 
nute Works of the Creation as in the greatelt. 

For how unaccountable mutt it b@to find living Crea- 

tures 


+ 
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tures not to be difeovered by the naked Eye, which, 
by the Help of Microfcopes may be feen to appear ve- 
ry beautiful, in which no rude, ill-made Work, or 
Blemith can be difcovered, as in all the artificial Works 
of Man, in which the moft polithed appear rough and 
incompleat. 

But in thefe Animalcules, not difcoverable without 
Microfcopes, and which are many Times lets than a 
{mall Grain of Sand ; yet one of thefe has all the Parts 
of an Animal contained in fo fmall a Compais, as 
loints, Bones, Mufcles, ‘Tendons, and Nerves necet- 
{ary to adminifter to its Motion, and Manner of Life, 
fo that there is in this litthe Compafs a whole and com- 
pleat Body exquifitely formed, and as neatly adorned 
as the largeft Animal, having an Head with Eyes, Ears, 
Mouth, and Nofe ; likewife a Stomach, Intrails, Legs, 
Feet, and every other Part belonging to an Animal 
Body. And every one of thefe Parts, fays Dr. Der- 
} ile have the neceflary Apparatus of Nerves, Muf- 
cles, and every other Part that larger Infetts have, 
nay, and all guarded with a well-made Tegument 
neatly adorned. 

Amongft the Tribes of Infeéts there are undifcover- 
able Varieties of Kinds, and fuch Degrees of Magni- 
tudes amongft them, that I doubt not but an Ant 
would appear, to one of the {malleft Animalcules, as 
monitroufly big as an Elephant does to a Moufe : And 
the real Magnitudes of Bodies feem to confift chiefly in 
Comparifons. 


Of the IntelleSual Faculties of Infe&s. 


The Intelligence common amongft thefe Tribes 
chiefly confifts in their admirable Provifions for them- 
felves and Securities againft Winter, together with their 
particular Care for the Prefervation of their Species. 

For we do not find that any of thefe Kinds are capa- 
ble of learning any thing from Man’s Inftruction; but 
that they all follow their own eftablifhed Law in Na- 
ture agreeable to their Kinds, and from which no In- 
ftruciions can never make them deviate ; though there 
is one Kind of thefe that Man has fubjected to admi- 
niiter to his Advantage, w=.

Horfe as Foot, are preparing to encamp in that King- 
dom, in order to accuftom the Troops to bear the 
Cold, fo as to be able to march in cafe of Need du- 
ring the Winter. What this enterprizing Prince has 
in bis Head Time only can difcover. 

By authentick Advices from Copenhagen, (the prin- 
cipal City, and Refidence of the King of Danmark) 
we are informed, that an Edi¢t was {oon to be publifhed, 
prohibiting, under very rigorous Penalties, Workmen 
employ’d in any Manufadure eftablifh’d in that King- 
dom, to go out of it without exprefs Permiffion.

Extrad of a Letter from Amflerdam, dated Nov, 8. 
All our Advices from Paris reprefent the Affairs of 
the unfortuuate Republick of Genoa in a deplotable 
Condition. ‘The carnett Endeavours of thofe who are 
at the Head of the Government to re-eftablifh the Cre- 
dit of the Bank of St. George, have hitherto prov’d 
ineffectual. ‘The People do nothing but murmur and 
complain, and in fo threatening a Manner, that there is 
Realon to apprehend the plundering of fome Palaces. 
The Seeds of Sedition are thick fown, and are likely 
to thrive wellin thedifcontented Minds of the Geno- 
efe. The Noblefie by no Means agree with the Re- 
gency, nor even amongft themfelves. All this throws 
the Senate into an inconceivable Uneafinefs, and per- 
haps may furnifh them with a Pretence for dilpofing 
of the Kingdom of Corfica, efpecially at a Time when, 
aswe are inform'd from the moft authentick Hands, 
they are earneftly follicited to it by the Courts of 
France and Spain, in Favour of Don Philip. If this 
Negotiation fhould fucceed, the Republick would 
thereby not only be furnifh’d with Money fufficient to 
re eftabiith its Credit, but would diveft itfelf of a Pof- 
{fefhon, which to get the entire Maftery of, would coft 
it more Money than it could ever draw frem thence; 
befides the infinite Trouble which it would be obliged 
to take, in order to keep in Subjection a Nation whofe 
Inveteracy to the Genoefe is fo great, that it has pub- 
lickly declar’d it will never fubmitto their Government.

ving all the Time promited me Marriage if my Huf- 
band was dead: About Noon on that Day I was feized 
on Sufpicion, and my iate Hufband’s Body being taken 
up, the Coroner’s Inqueft fat upon it, and declared he 
died of Poifon; and upon my Trial at £/y, which 
latted epwards of four Hours, and where I had the 
Aflifttance of Council as far as my Cafe would admit, 
I was juttly convicted of being the guilty Perfon who 
adminiftred it. 

As it is the Fate of Wretches given over to their 
Wickednefs, to fall from one Step to another, fo it 
was my Cafe: For being quite foriaken by 7. 2. whe 
never vifited me fince the Day | was firit in Cuftedy ;

might pais upon me, I was drawn partly by the Infi- 
nuations of one 7. N. a Fellow- prifoner, pretending it 
would be a Means to get me off at the Affizes, and 
partly by EOC, to alewd At which I oucht to have

with my Apron, that I could not cry out, and it wag 
my Faglt, that 1 did not make my Complaint ull a 
Fortnight alter, when | to!d the Goale:

LONDON, November 18, 1749. 


AS T Thurfday his Majetty went to the Houfe 

of Peers with the ufual State and So emnity, and 

made the following moft gracious Speech to both Houfes 
of Parliament: 


My Lords and Gentlemen, 


T is with particular Pleafure that I now meet you 

in Parliament, at a Time, when the compleat Re- 
eftablihment of a General Peace has reitored to My 
People the Bleflings of Quiet and ‘I’ranquility. The 
good Effects refulting from hence do already appear in 
the flourifhing Condition of our Commerce, and the 
Rife of the publick Credit; which naturally lay the 
fureit Foundations of an Increafe of Strength, and of 
lauing Profperity, to My Kingdoms. I have not fail’d 
this summer to make ufe of every Opportunity of ce- 
menting and fecuring the Peace: And it is my firm Re- 
{ylution to do every ‘Thing in My Power for the Prefer- 
vation of it, and religioufly to adhere to the Engage- 
ments | have enter'd into. 

I have the Satisfation to acquaint you, that I have 
found all the Contracting Powers in the Definitive 
Treaty of dix la Chapelle, as well as the reft of My 
Allies, in the fame good Difpofition: and have no 
Reajon to doubt of their Concurrence in the fame de- 
firable End. It is unneceffa y for Me to tell you, that 
nothing can contribute fo much to the Continuance and 
Improvement of this happy situation of Affairs, as the 
effectual fupporting of that Weight and Influence, 
which properly belong to the Crown of Great Britain. 


Gentlemen of the Houle of Commons, 


T have order'd the proper Officers to prepare and 
lay before you the Eftimaces for the Service of the en- 
I defire fuch Supplies only, as fhall be 
found neceflary for the Security and Welfare of the 

tion: And in that View, I mutt earnefily recom- 
mend to you the maintaining of My Fleet in its full 
strength ; and that you would be watchful to improve 
any Opportunity of putting the National Debr in a 
Method of being reduced, with a ftrict Regard to pub- 
ck Faith, and private Property.
